CAPT. JESSUP 
KILLED at COAST

MACLEOD, May 3 — Captain Ralph 


Campbell Jessup of the 24th Field Reg- 
iment Royal Canadian Artillery was 
killed in a vehicle accident at Nanaimo 
Sunday morning, according to a tele- 
gram received here by his wife from 
commanding officer of his unit. 

Lieut. Richard Alston Scoit, 22, 
Melville, Sask., was killed instantly 
when the army vehicle in which Capt. 
Jessup and he were riding crashed off 
a bridge near Ladysmith, just south of 
Nanaimo, 

Capt. Jessup died a few hours after:

Captain Jessup joined the active 
army early in 1940, relinquishing com- 
mand of the 98rd.

Canadian Garden 
Service 


Short Cuts— 

Most of us want results in a hurry, 
and this applies just as much to our 
gardens as to promotion in our regular 
work, 

Generous use of commercial fertili- 
zer is a short cut, but the beginner is 
warned that this may be overdone. It 
isdangerous to allow the raw fertilizer 
to actually touch the plant. A good 
plan is to dissolve in water, then apply 
carefully. 

Some people rush the season by pro- 
viding little paper caps for newly set- 
out plants to protect from frost, cold 
or drying winds. After danger is past 
these are lifted or removed. 

Paper collars around the stems of 
tomatoes and cabbage just above and 
below the surface of the soil will pro- 
tect against cut worms, but a poison 
mixture secured from any seed store 
is better. Special dusts can also be 
purchased for protecting cabbage, 
celery cucumbers and melons.

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Born in England, the ‘‘Wheat Wizard of 
Saskatchewan” spent his early years as a 
clerk in the Old Country. In 1888 he 
emigrated to Canada, and homesteaded 
north of Saskatoon where he learned the 
elements of farming. In 1900 he was 
attracted to the Rosthern district where 
he purchased, for less than one thousand 
dollars, the 160 acre farm on which the 
celebrated experiments which made his 
name a household word in Western 
Canada were carried out. 


One of his initial achievements was 
producing 40 bushels of wheat to the 
acre on three inches of rainfall. 


In 1911 he scored one of his greatest 
successes when, with a bushel of Marquis 
wheat, he won the “world’s champion- 
ship” at the New York land show, and 
was awarded the prize of $1,000 offered 
by Sir Thomas Shaughnessy. In 1914 
and 1915 he won similar honors, and 
earned for himself the appellation— 
‘‘The World’s Champion Wheat Grower’”’. 


For his services to Canadian agricul- 
ture, Seager Wheeler was honored in 
1918 by a doctor of laws degree conferred 
by Queen’s University.
